Lat 
mq@ emphasize again that a reduc- 
ing diet (except for a short pe- 
riod) must be one which supplies 
all the needs of the system except 
part of the energy needa. 

The eat-and-grow-thin menus 
written by men who know noth- 
ing of dietetics, which tell you to 
eut out of your diet all fate and ali 
starches, thus making an exces- 
sive high protein diet, will bring 
on a estate of acidosis which may 
be worse than the original condi- 
tien of overweight.
